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Supreme Court Sets Aside the Death Sentence 
and Orders a New Trial.

The defendant was indicted for the 
m urder of his wife in Amador county, 
convicted, sentenced to death, and 
appeals from the judgm ent aud an 
order -denying his motion for a new 
trial. 
Many grounds are urged for a 
reversal, but it is maioiy insisted 
th at the verdict of the jury was not 
w arranted from the evidence 
Before we approach the considera­ 
tion ot this 
claim, however, it is 
necessary to dispose of other points 
raised by the defendant prior to the 
actual tr i a 1, which were ruled 
on 
adversely to him, and upon which he 
predicates error. 
These points 
are th at the court 
erred in retusing to grant the m otion 
of defendant to be perm itted to w ith­ 
draw his plea of not guilty, so that he 
m ight move to set aside the in d ic t­ 
ment hied 
against 
him, and also 
erred in denying his m otion for a 
cnange of venue. 
As to the m otion to perm it a w ith­ 
drawal of his plea. 
I t appears that 
upon the arraignm ent of defendant, 
March 9, 1905. he was represented by 
an attorney, and the time for receiv­ 
ing his plea continued un til March 
11, 1905, at which tim e be entered a 
plea of “ not g u ilty ,” ana the time 
for trial, by consent of said attorney, 
was bxed for A pril 10, 1905. 
N either 
at th a t tim e nor prior thereto was 
any motion of th a t character in te r­ 
posed. 
¡Subsequent 
to the arraig n ­ 
ment and plea, defendant having p ro ­ 
cured additional counsel, they gave 
notice th a t on March 27, 1905, they 
would 
move the cou rt to grant a 
continuance ot the tim e for trial for 
a m onth, and to perm it defendant to 
withdraw his plea of “ not g u ilty ,” 
and make such motion relative to the 
indictm ent as he m ight he advised, 
said 
motion 
being based on 
the 
grounds 
th at defendant could not 
prepare for trial on the day set, and 
th at the plea of “ not g u ilty ” was 
iuadverteutly entered. 
The motion 
was based upon affidavits which were 
addressed m ainly to a showing tor a 
continuance, 
although 
as 
to 
the 
motion for leave to withdraw the piea 
it appeared tneretrom th at the a tto r­ 
ney representing defendant on the 
arraignm ent and at the tim e he plead, 
was inexperienced and unacquainted 
with the practice in crim inal p ro ­ 
cedure, and for th at reason it was 
claimed tailed to make a m otion to 
set aside the indictm ent before the 
defendant plead. 
Upon the hearing 
the court granted the motion for a 
continnance. b at denied the motion 
to allow a withdrawal of the plea. 
As there was no proper showing 
addressed to the m otion to withdraw 
the plea of “ not g u ilty ” and be per 
m itted to interpose a m otion to set 
aside 
the 
in dictm en t—uothiDg 
to 
show th at there 'existed any ground 
upon wbieb such motion m ight be 
based if an opportunity to present it 
was g ran ted—the order denying the 
m otion to 
set aside the piea was 
correctly made. 
U ndoubtedly a d e­ 
fendant has a right, notw ithstanding 
a plea ot not guilty is interposed, to 
move at any tim e prio r to the trial 
tor leave to withdraw it for the p u r­ 
pose of dem urring or moving to set 
aside the Indictm ent. 
(People vs. 
Villarino, 66 Cal., 230) but he has no 
absolute right upon motion to 
have 
the order made, and whether it shall 
be granted or not is a m atter resting 
in the discretion of the court, to be 
exercised upon proper aud sufficient 
showing, and it cannot he said that 
such discretion 
is abused where a 
care m otiou to be perm itted to w ith ­ 
draw the plea and attack the in d ic t­ 
m ent 
is 
presented 
w ithout 
any 
suggestion or showing that, if g ra n t­ 
ed, he defendant has any grounds 
whatever 
upon which 
to base the 
motion which he claims he desires to 
interpose. 
I t would be uu idle act 
upon the part of the court to further 
delay the tria l of a cause which was 
advanced so tar as to have the plea of 
the defendant entered, 
bv granting a 
m otion to w ithdraw th at plea and 
perm it an attaok upon the indictm ent, 
without any showing at all th at valia, 
reasonable or even 
any disputable 
grounds existed upon which an attack 
could or would be based. 
While in ­ 
experience ol counsel may supply a 
reason why the motiou to set aside 
was not made before the plea of d e ­ 
fendant was entered, it in no wise 
tends to show that there then existed 
any grounds upon which a motiou 
could have been 
based had he been 
more experienced 
in crim inal p ro ­ 
cedure. 
The showing of inexperience 
should have been supplem ented 
by 
some showing, 
by affidavit ot 
the 
existence 
of tacts or grounds upon 
which a 
m otion to 
set aside the 
indictm ent could 
have 
been 
based 
bad bis counsel been advised of the 
legal righ t of defendant to do so, 
or 
at least by 
proffer for filing of a 
motion to set aside the indictm ent 
upon specific grounds 
should 
th e 
motion 
to withdraw 
the 
plea 
be 
granted. 
As no affidavit was p re­ 
sented and no proffer made, there was 
hence nothing to indicate th a t any 
grounds existed upon 
which to p re ­ 
dicate a motion should the piea be 
withdrawn, 
and under these circu m ­ 
stances tbeie was no abuse of d is­ 
cretion on the p art ot the court in 
denying the m otion for leave to do so. 
The motion of March 27, 1965, hav­ 
ing been properly denied, the defend­ 
ant, through the same counsel who 
had presented the original motion, 
but without aoy leave or permission 
of the court to do so, on April 27, 
1905, again moved the cou rt to p e r­ 
m it the withdrawal of d efend an t’s 


plea and for leave to file a motion to 
set aside the indictm ent upon a n u m ­ 
ber of specific grounds. 
The m otion 
was based upon 
affidavits 
setting 
torth th at certain of the grand jurors 
participating in finding the in d ic t­ 
ment against defendant were biased 
and p rejudiced; th at others were not 
citizens of the United States; 
that 
others were not on the assessment roil, 
and also setting forth other grounds 
as a basis for the contem plated motion 
to set aside. I t was also accompanied 
by a proffer of a m otion to 6et aside 
the 
indictm ent 
upon 
ail 
these 
grounds. 
We are n ot advised, from anything 
in the briets of appellant, where he 
found au tho rity in 
law warranting 
him in making this second motion. 
Possibly the court upon application 
could have perm itted the defendant to 
reuew his motiou, but we know of no 
rule of procedure which entitled the 
defendant as a m atter of right to re ­ 
new it. 
independent of this, however, the 
affidavits which accompanied the sec­ 
ond m otion ao not show th a t counsel 
and the defendant were n ot not fully 
advised of the existence of all the 
faci8 recited in th eir affiaavits accom­ 
panying the renewed m otion when 
the original m otion was m ade; n o th ­ 
ing to show th eir inability to present 
these facts upon th at motion. 
For 
a d th at appears upon the renewed 
motion and affidavits accom panying it 
the defendant and his counsel were 
in possession of all the facts when 
the first m otion was made as grounds 
for setting aside the indictm ent urged 
on their second application. 
Not a 
particle of excuse, if any existed, is 
suggested why they did n ot then p re­ 
sent them. 
In the absence of any 
showing by counsel of ignorance of 
the 
facts 
upon which the second 
motion was based when they 
made 
the first one, it is only reasonable to 
inter th at they knew of their exist­ 
ence, and th at by failure to preseut 
them at tn a t tim e they waived them. 
T reating the seooud m otion as in the 
n ature of au application to set aside 
the previous order, and to allow an 
additional or fu rther 
showiug, the 
refusal of the court to do so caunot 
be said to be error. 
As the granting 
of a m otion to set aside a plea ia 
discretionary with the court, 
if on 
the 
original 
application 
there is 
nothing to show at all to warrant 
the order then applied for, or such 
weak showing as to justify its refusal, 
it cannot be said 
to be an abuse of 
discretion to refuse to set aside the 
order so as to allow 
another differ­ 
ent or additional showing. 
I t such 
a rule could obtain, 
the right of 
counsel to reuew such motions and 
predicate 
error 
upon th eir denial 
would be unlim ited and unrestrained. 
Ut course, no such righ t exists. 
Tor 
these reasons the second application 
was w ithout 
w arrant and properly 
denied. 
As to the denial ot the motion of 
defendant for a change of venue. 
The 
affidavits on his m otion were directed 
to the point whether defendant could 
obtain a tair and im partial trial in 
Amador county, where the alleged 
crime 
was com m itted. 
Those p re ­ 
sented on the part of the defendant 
tended to show a general prejudice 
existed in that county against him 
th at he could not. 
Those on the part 
of the prosecution, tended to show 
that no prejudice existed sufficient 
to preclude him from having a tair 
trial. 
We th in k from a perutal ot 
the affidavits, without detaiiiug the 
facts disclosed by them, th at the d e­ 
fendant made a very strong showing 
in su pp oit of his motion, but upon 
settled principles ot law we do not 
think the defendant is in a position 
to claim any error in the action nf 
the court iu regard to it. 
When the 
motion was made the co urt did not 
make 
final 
disposition of it, but 
denied it tem porarily, saying: 
“ The 
rule involved has been in existence in 
this state from the 9tb 
California 
down to the pre.-ent tim e—nearly u n ­ 
broken line of authorities—and is to 
the effeot th at the ooui-t may compel, 
if it so desires, at least an attem pt to 
draw a jury before passing upon a 
m atter of this kind f i n a ll y ............... 
The order of the court is th at the 
motion 
tor a change of venue he 
denied 
tem porarily. 
You 
u n d er­ 
stand, of course, (addressing counsel 
for defendant) that the denying ot 
the motion tem porarily 
means that 
hereafter if it develops th at there is 
any ground 
for it the court 
will 
entertain the motion ag ain .” 
Of course, counsel were fam iliar 
with the case referred to by the court 
—People vs. Plum m er, 9 Cal. 298— 
and the subsequent cases of People 
vs. 
Goldenson, 
76 Cal., 338, and 
People vs. Fredericks, 166 Caí., 3614, 
holding th at it is no error to r the 
trial court to postpone the consider­ 
ation of an application for a change 
of venue u ntil au attem p t is made to 
empanel the 
jury, where leave 
is 
granted 
to 
counsel 
to reuew his 
aDplioation if the facts disclosed on 
the 
em panelm ent 
should 
further 
w arrant it, and that where counsel 
fails thereafter to reuew his motiou, 
he caunot claim that érror was com ­ 
m itted 
by the court iu failing to 
order a change of venue. 
In those 
cases it was held 
(notably iu the 
latter case) th at the failure to renew 
his motiou, 
where it was 
denied 
tem porarily only, was an abaudau- 
ment aud waiver of tho whole ques­ 
tion, and fatal to nny claim based 
upon fbe original application. 
In the 
case at bar po ultim ate disposition 
of the motion was ma^e, and defend­ 
ant was accorded the right to subse­ 
quently renew his motion. 
He aid 
not do so, and be cannot, within the 
rule of the above cases, now insist

The appearance ot strange plants 
often follows sudden change in the 
surface of the soil, aud mauy botauists 
aud others 
have been disposed to 
attrib u te this to seeds, 
bulbs 
or 
spores of a form er vegetation that 
have rem ained in the ground awaiting 
tavorable conditions for growth. 
R e­ 
cent studies in Fiauce are tho ugh t to 
confirm this view. 
Some years ago 
large q uantities of a plant of so u th ­ 
ern E urope calied wolf’s 
m ilk 01 
cypress-spurge 
(E uphorbia lathyris, 
L . ) were discovered in a rem ote two- 
year old clearing in a largo forest of 
the canton of P etite M alpierre, but 
two years later these bad disappeaied,

woods of the Pacific coast. 
P ictures 
of the big trees are as common as 
postage stamps, but the most w onder­ 
ful thin g about the big tree's, says the 
A merican Magazine, is that they are 
scaroely bigger than the rest of the 
forest. 
The Pacifice coast bears only 
a tenth of our woodland, b u t nearly 
half our tim ber. 
An average acre iu

1000 to 2000 board feet of lumber, in

The fuil tex t of decision of the 
suprem e court in the Staples’ m urder 
case will be found elsewhere in these 
colum ns. 
I t was received with much 
satisfaction by a large m ajority of 
the people of this com m unity. 
What 
ever private opinion may have 
beeu 
entertained ot the g u ilt of the ac­ 
cused, it was generally conceded that 
the tacts sworn to at the trial of the 
cause 
did not 
iustify 
the verdict 
rendered. 
Many were outspoken in 
so declaring at the time. 
And the 
Ledger 
in 
an 
article 
published 
im m ediately 
atter 
the trial, 
co n­ 
tended that regardless of expenses, 
th e m atter ought to be passed up to 
th e highest trib u n al for review; th at 
the good name of this com m unity 
dem anded such action, as well as the 
rig hts of the defendant. 
Very few 
believed that the higher court would 
sanction the taking ot human life by 
ju d icial proceeding on the showiDg 
made. 
And it is well to poiut out 
th at the suprem e court has traveled 
somewhat out of the beaten path in 
basing its reversal. 
The d efen d a n t’s 
release from the death sentence is not 
based on flimsy technicalties. 
T hat 
trib u n al usually passes upon ques­ 
tions of law purely. 
The jury is 
supposed to be the judge of the facts, 
and the weight to be given to the 
evidence. 
The rule is that the court 
in the course of the tria l passes upon 
the legality ot the testim ony as it is 
presented, 
and objected to by the 
defense. 
But after the evidence has 
been adm itted, the ju ry becomes the 
judge 
of its sufficiency. 
In 
the 
S taples’ case, however, the appellate 
c o u rt has brushed this doctine aside, 
and boldly sets aside the judgm ent on 
the ground that the testimuny was 
wholly 
inadequate 
to sustain the 
verdict. 
The case is discussed at 
length on its merits, 
and the 
co n­ 
clusion reached th a t the basic fact of 
m urder was u ot established; th at the 
proof tended to show that th e d e ­ 
ceased Mrs E dna May ¡Staples, died 
from n atural causes—typ ho id fever— 
aud not from 
crim inal methods at 
th e hands of her 
husband, F. N. 
Staples, th e defendant. 
Of course, the decision of the court 
in this shape, is conclusive of the 
whole m atter, unless the prosecution 
has more direct testim ony to present 
at another trial. 
It would he utterly 
futile, and a needless expense to go 
to trial again w ithout additional and 
stron ger evidence. 
As far as known, 
there is no further m aterial test imony 
to be bad. . 
I t is probable, as soou as 
the re- 
m ittu r—the official uotice from 
the 
appellate c o u rt to the trial c o u rt—is 
received, which is expected iu a few 
days, th at the d istrict attorney wilt, 
in face of this deoision, move a d is ­ 
missal of tne case. 
Dr. Staples has 
been in jail since Janu ary, 1905, over 
18 months.

Secretary Metcalf of the departm ent 
ot commerce and labor has ordered 
the coast survey to make an investi­ 
gation to ascertain whether there has 
been any horizontal displacem ent ol 
the e a rth ’s c iu st on the Pacific coast 
as a result of the earthquake of April 
18 last. 
This will be necessary in 
order to rectity existing charts aud 
maps. 
In India, after the earthquake 
of 1897, revision of the tiiau gu latio n 
showed difference in distance of 25 
feet and of 13 feet in height. 
Prof. Ornori of Japan, who is in ­ 
vestigating the effects of the e a rth ­ 
quake in Sau Francisco, says that, if 
accurate observations had been taken 
of the sm aller shocks, it would be 
easy to predict when the earth would 
agaiu tremble. 
H e 
predicts th at 
small shocks will continue to occur 
for two years or more, but that there 
will not be another great shock in 
that part ot the country for fifty 
years.

C- B. HUNTING COMMITS SUICIDE. ¡ 
A Pioneer Lady Passes Away. 


By Shooting Himself in the Head. 


Chester B. H unting, an old resident 
of near Jackson, 
was found dead, 
lying on n bed in a sm all house he 
and his wife were living in on the 
ranch of Jo h n Andrews, his son-in- 
law, about five o ’clock on Sunday 
eveniug. 
The 
deceased 
formerly 
lived near B utte m ountain, on the 160 
acre tract he has owned there for 
about 20 years. 
He and his wife 
lived there alone, since his children 
were grown up and m arried. 
The 
weight of years pressed on him as he 
was over 80, and rendered him in ­ 
capable of attend ing to the work of 
the raucb. 
So 
some tim e ago he 
rented his place to H arvey 
Pense, 
and the aged couple went to live in 
a small house about a m ile above 
New York Ranch, on the ranch of J. 
Andrews. 
On Sunday last Mrs H u n t­ 
ing prepared the breakfast and after 
the pair had partaken of the meal, 
Mrs H un tin g went up to the A ndrew s’ 
residence, 
as 
her 
daughter, 
Mrs 
Andrews, was sick in bed. Before she 
went C. B 
H u n tin g tended to the 
horse be had, and then left the place. 
He appeared to 
be as cheerful as 
usual, and talked over the breakfast 
table. 
On reaching 
the 
Andrews 
bouse, Mrs H u n tin g found her h us­ 
band 
there also. 
I t appears 
that 
some tim e during the day the old 
man left the Andrews house, 
and 
returned to his own residence, a mile 
away. 
What tim e this was Mrs H u n t­ 
ing, 
who 
was 
the 
only 
witness 
examined at the co ro n er’s inquest, 
could not say. 
A bout five o ’clock 
Mrs H u ntin g returned home to pre­ 
pare supper, and found her husband 
lying on the bed dead. 
At first she 
thought he was sleeping. 
B ut on a 
closer 
exam ination 
she discovered 
th a t he was dead, and a pistol beside 
him, and a gunshot wound on the 
head told the story of suicide. 
He 
had talked 
of com m itting suicide, 
several 
times. 
Some three weeks 
before he took some m orphine tablets, 
so bis wife testified, 
with the in ­ 
tention of p utting him self into the 
sleep th a t knows no waking. 
The 
reasons be gave for wishing to end 
bis life were th a t his health was fa il­ 
ing and he was unable to work. Upon 
realizing 
what 
had occuired, Mrs 
H unting returned 
to th e Andrews 
bouse, and Jo h n Andrews and his 
sun-in-iaw repaired to the scene of 
the suicide, and notified the au th o ri­ 
ties. 
Coroner H uberty held an inquest 
over the 
rem ains 
the 
sam e day, 
before the following ju ro rs: Fred B. 
LeMoiu, Geo. J. Tucker, Jam es A. 
Flaherty, 
W. Radovich, Alvin P em ­ 
berton., W. J. Leavy, W. 
If-. Shaw. 
The verdict 
retu rned was th at he 
came to his death from a gunshot 
wound inflicted by his own hand with 
suicidal intent. 


It seems th at deceased left his home 
for the Andrews place im mediately 
after breakfast, for 
th e purpose of 
getting some tools. 
H aving secured 
them he at once started homeward. 
John Andrews passed 
by the house 
about nine 
o ’clock, 
and saw him 
there. 
The old man was near the 
bouse, and inquired about some stray 
calves th a t were in the inclosure. 
He 
passed the place again on his hom e­ 
ward journey, and failed to see him 
at th at 
time. 
I t is thought that 
the suicide 
was com m itted in the 
forenoon. 
The body was cold when 
found, 
indicating 
th a t 
death 
bad 
ensued several hours. 
The pistol was 
held over the left tem ple, a short 
distance from the head, as no powder 
murks were visible. 
The bullet went 
through the head, struck a window, 
and fell on a table, 
where i t 'w a s 
picked up. 
Death m ust have been 
alm ost instantaneous. 
This was the th ird attem p t he had 
made a t self d istruction. 
He was not 
of a despondent disposition. 
H e had 
been suffering from a chronic trouble, 
and the fu ture held no hope of relief. 
With this prospect he believed, and 
in tact told his relatives, th a t death 
was preferable to a life of pain. 
The funeral was held on Tuesday, 
the rem ains being interred in 
the 
Pine Grove cemetery. 


•TNot Guilty.'7 


The much talked of case against 
Jos. Visseaux, 
a saloon keeper of 
lone, charged 
with selling 
liquor 
w ithin 
two 
miles 
of the Preston 
School ot Industry , 
contrary to the 
provisions of an am endm ent to th e 
codes passed at the last session of the 
legislature, 
was tried in lone, before 
Ju stice McCauley, and a jury, last 
Friday. 
D istrict 
A ttorney 
Viciui 
appeared for the prosecution, and A. 
C am inetti for the defendant 
After 
hearing the testim ony and argum ent, 
the ju ry brought in a verdict of not 
guilty. The testim ony was inherently 
weak. 
I t proved th at liquor had been 
sold by the barkeeper, but failed to 
show that the man in charge, 
who 
actually sold the liquor was in the 
employ of the defendant. 
It th ere ­ 
fore did not show th at the defendant 
was crim inally lesponsible for the act 
of his employee. 
In this state of the 
evidence the ju ry could hardly do 
otherwise than acquit. 
S till taking 
this 
fact into 
consideration it is 
undeniable th at the 
result was in 
accordance with popular feeling. 
The outcome only 
serves to em ­ 
phasize the fact th at it is futile to 
attem pt to enforce a law th at oon- 
tranes tne popular idea ot justice and 
right. 
When an in d iv id u al’s ideas of 
right come in direct conflict with 
w ritten law, 
even 
though 
he 
be 
selected 
as a ju ror to try the case 
“ according to the evidence and the 
law as laid down by the c o u rt,” he is 
face to face with the proposition that 
he cannot keep faith with both. 
He 
must break with one or the other. 
And 
alm ost 
invariably in such a 
dilem m a a man will elect to satisfy 
the dictates of his own conscience in 
preference to man-made laws, which 
savor of injustice and wrong.

Mrs E lizabeth G ordon, widow of 
Ju d g e M.

Gordon, died at her 
residence on S aturday last 
at the 
ripe age of 88 j ears and three mouths. 
Long prior to her demise she had 
beeu alm ost helpless from the ravages 
of tim e in sapping the foundations of 
life. 
She died at the G ordon home, 
near the Zeila mine, where she had 
lived contin uo usly for over 50 years, 
and which to r a n u m b er of years past 
was also the home of her son, Geo. A. 
G ordon and fam ily, who faithfully 
attended to the deceased in her d e ­ 
clining days. 
Mrs G ordon was born in St C ath ­ 
erines, Canada, M arch 30, 1818. 
Her 
m aid9n nam e was E lizabeth H annah 
Cutler, 
eldest child 
of Jacob and 
C atherine C utler. When an infant her 
parents moved to th e U nited States, 
first to K entucky, where in 1835 the 
supject of th is sketch was m arried to 
Isaac N. 
Frisbee, and to them five 
children were born, four boys and 
one girl. 
She was left, a widow at the 
age of 26 years. 
In 1852 she started 
from M issouri with her parents and 
her own five ch ild ren , in an ox team 
for C alifornia, arriving safely in this 
state the same year, and settled in 
Benecia, at th at tim e the capital of 
the state. 
Here she engaged in th e hotel b usi­ 
ness. 
M. VV. G ordon was elected to 
the legislature, which m et in 1853, 
and 
while 
atten d in g 
the 
session 
stopped at the hotel kept by Mrs 
Frisbee. 
H e was eleeted as a member 
from Calaveras county, whioh at that 
tim e included most of the territory 
now com prising Amador, and on the 
special issue of getting a bill through 
creating the county of Amador. 
In 
this he was successful. 
The acquain­ 
tance which thus casually sprang up 
ripened into an attachm ent, and they 
were m arried in Benecia in 1854, and 
thereafter they 
moved to Jackson, 
then designated by po pu lar vote as 
the county seat of the newly created 
county. 
I t was the second marriage 
for both 
co ntracting 
parties, one 
daughter of Ju d g e G ordon by his first 
wife survives, 
who is now Mrs J. B. 
Stevens. 
Ju d g e Gordon died 17 years 
ago. 
The 
su bject 
of this sketch 
occupied the dew elling in which she 
breathed her last ^for 52 years. 
She 
leaves 
three 
children, M arion W. 
Gordon, S. P. agent at lone, and Geo. 
A. Gordon, school su perinten de nt of 
Amador county, and Mrs Coombs, nee 
Frisbee, by he r first husband. 
Besides the children above named 
she leaves 
n ineteen grandchildren, 
and ten great g ran dchildren ; also two 
brothers, 
M ilton C utler of Jackson, 
VVis., Jo h n C u tler of Ukiah, and one 
sister, Mrs J u lia P atterson, of L ex­ 
ington, Ky. 
Deceased was a devoted and con­ 
sistent Christian, and took an active 
part in religious and p hilanthropic 
work un til the burden of years co m ­ 
pelled her to rest from her labors. 
For fifty-two years she was a member 
of the M ethodist church of Jackson, 
—the oldest 
mem ber 
of the local 
church. 
She was identified with the 
church from girlhood days. 
The rem ains were laid to rest by 
the side ot those of her life partner 
of by-gone years in the P rotestant 
cemetery, 
the Rev. C. E. W inning 
officiating. 
The following were the 
pall bearers: 
V. 3. G arbarini, A. L. 
Stewart, H. A. Clark, Geo. W. Brown,

The old B utte ditch, for many yearH 
known as the Horn ditch, 
which in 
former years 
conveyed water from 
Jackson creek to the vicinity of Slab- 
town and B utte City for m ining and 
irrigating purposes, is again in good 
ru nn in g order. 
Mr. Farweil, sup er­ 
intendent of the Jose Gulch M ining 
Company, 
which 
is operating the 
quartz mine at B utte basiD, has, at 
considerable expense, cleaned out the 
ditch throughout its entire length. 
This work was done m ainly to secure 
a supply of water for ru n n in g the 10 
stamp mill. 
I t is also of much ser­ 
vice to the ranchers and gardeners of 
tbat neighborhood, who

The ditch

enough of its existence a month after­ 
wards) and giving to the claim of the 
prosecution the full force which such 
a relationship or desire might dis­ 
close, still this, of itself, was not 
sutlicient to wairantthe conviction ot 
defendant. 
It is a circumstanue to 
be taken iqtp consideration by the 
jury,[but not sufficient, of itself, to 
warrant 
a 
conviction. 
A 
motive 
being shown, 
there must still 
be 
evidenoe of the 
fact of death by 
poisoning 
established 
to 
a moial 
certainty, and oonceding that there 
was sufficient proof upon which the 
jury could deduce a motive in this 
cake, still, as we have endeavored to 
point out, the evidence was otherwise 
insufficient 
to 
prove 
the 
corpus 
delicti; it was entirely insufficient 
to warrant the jury in finding to a 
moral centainty that deceased died 
of poison administered by the defend­ 
ant. 
Motive, while a potent factor in 
the sum of evidenoe proving guilt, is 
not in itself sufficient to sustain a 
conviction in the absence ot other 
proof teoding clearly to show crim i­ 
nal agency on the part of defendant 
causing death. 
The same may be said ot what is 
denominated by the prosecution evi­ 
dence ot the ttight of the defendant. 
No doubt but that the jury had the 
right to consider this evidence, and 
its potency was for thetr determina­ 
tion. 
That, evidence, however, simply 
amounted to this, that a month after 
Mrs. Staples’ death defendant took 
up his residence in the (Jalt house iu 
San Francisoo with Mrs Uoxie; that 
he had his office for the practice of 
his profession 
there, and his pro­ 
fessional sign prominently displayed; 
that on October 2*2, 1905, Mrs Iloxie, 
being fearful that her husband bad 
discovered her whereabouts, and fear­ 
ing injury from him, she prevailed 
on defendant to take her away from 
San francisco; that they left hurried­ 
ly in the night time, and went to 
Knsenda, 
Lower California, where 
defendant engaged again in the prac­ 
tice of his profession under his own 
name and professional sign; that he 
remained 
in 
hinsenda 
about 
two 
months, and then, in company with 
Mrs Hoxie, went baok into the coun 
try about thirty miles to the ranch of 
a man named Blackwell, 
where they 
were arrested. 
The evidence shows 
the defendant during all these times 
kept his true name, 
did business 
under it, made no effort, as far as 
these matters are concerned, to hide 
his identity, and there was no evi- 
Jeoce to show that he ever knew that 
any suspicion existed as to the cause 
of 
his wife’s 
death, or that any 
autopsy upon her remains had been 
held. 
We think we have mentioned every 
claim of the prosecution and dis­ 
cussed all 
the important evidence 
addressed to each, and our conclusion 
from a consideration of the whole case 
is that the evidence as we have recited 
it did not warrant the jury in the 
verdict agaiDst the defendant, and 
for that reason 
the judgment and 
order denying a new trial must be 
reversed. 
Aside from the contention that the 
evidence was insufficient to warrant 
the verdict of the jury, it is insisted 
by tbe defendant that the court com­ 
mitted error in its rulings relative to 
the admission of evidence, in deny­ 
ing challenges to the jury interposed 
by defendant; and in its refusal to 
give certain instructions. 
We think 
there was no error as (:o the rulings 
concerning cballeuges to the jurors 
and as to tbe particular rulings re­ 
lative to the testimony 
of certain 
witnesses, we do not think they dis­ 
close any error. 
The court 
admitted, 
under 
the 
claim of 
motive, 
evidence of the 
destruction 
of rented premises oc­ 
cupied by tbe defendant in K1 Dorado 
in 1902. 
This evidence was admitted 
on the theory that it supplied an 
additional motive for tbe murder by 
defendant ot his wife, because she 
knew that his destruction of these 
premises was incendiary, and might 
have prosecuted him for arson. 
Ip 
our judgment all this evidence was 
inadmissible. 
Ju this regard it is 
sufficient 
to 
say 
that 
when this 
alleged arson was 
committed 
the 
wife of defendant was 
not 
in LI 
Dorado, knew nothing about tbe Are, 
and that the evidence introduced to 
show arson on the part of defendant 
wholly tailed to prove it. 
We do not 
perceive 
that 
the 
court erred in 
refusing 
to give 
the 
instructions 
teuderd by defendant. 
They were all 
substantially given In tbe charge of 
tbe court. 
The jugdment and order denying a 
new trial are revorsed, and the cause 
remanded 
that a new trial may be 
had.

MRS. G. W. ROBINSON ASSISTS 
ERR HUSBAND IN DARING 
OCEAN RACE. 


T w enty-E lght Foot Yacht Braves 
D angers of Gulf Stream andTreach- 
erous W aves Off Cape H atteras— 
Winner Received $500 Lipton Cup- 
A fter a daring ocean race of 650 
miles, th e sloop G auntlet, w ith Mrs. 
T hora Lund Robinson a t the wheel, 
finished second 
in th e 
contest for 
w hich S ir Thom as L ipton offered a 
$500 cup. T he course of the race ex­ 
tended from Gravesend Bay, New York 
H arbor, to Berm uda. 
Mrs. Robinson 
is the two m onths’ bride of George W. 
Robinson, th e ow ner of th e boat. 
It 
w as a daring race for each of th e three 
em ail yachts th a t competed, b u t m ore 
so for th e G auntlet, because she w as 
th e sm allest of them all, being only 28 
feet long from bow to stern. The yawl 
Tam erlane, w hich won the cup, w as 40 
feet long and th e yaw l Lila, 39 fe e t 
All of th e craft belong to th e Brooklyn 
Y acht Club. F o r eight days these tiny 
boats w ere a t th e m ercy of w ind and 
wave, so m uch so th a t th e yawl Lila 
was compelled to put into N orfolk h a r­ 
bor to save itself from destruction, 
w hile th e sm aller yacht bravely stuck 
to its task. They had to cross th e gulf 
stream 150 m iles off H atteras, one of 
the storm iest spots on th e A tlantic. 
Experienced 
yachtsm en 
were 
much 
surprised th a t th e little G auntlet was 
not wrecked or foundered somewhere 
on th e way. 
BUT TW EN TY YEARS OL.J. 
Mrs. Robinson is only 20 years old 
b u t ever since childhood she has been 
used to boating and swim m ing. 
For 
several seasons she has sailed an eigh­ 
teen-foot knockabout, m aking her sum ­ 
m er headquarters near Amboy, on the 
low er New Y ork bay. 
Though sm all, 
she is athletic and skilled in handling 
a craft and is said to be w ithout fear 
on th e w ater. 
Storm o r sunshine is 
all th e sam e to her. 
“One o f th e conditions of o u r m ar­ 
riage on A pril 17th,” said Mrs. Robin­ 
son before startin g in the race, “was 
th a t I should go in th is contest. George 
tried to dissuade m e a few days a fte r 
w e w ere m arried, b u t I m ade him keep 
his prom ise. 
A lthough I am rated as 
th e chief m ate and bottle w asher, If 
you w ill, of th e G auntlet, I have an 
idea th a t I m ay superintend things be­ 
fore I get through.

Professional sailors stood ag h ast at 
th e courage o f the C orinthian ta rs in 
undertaking such a perilous voyage. 
D isaster w as predicted from the first. 
The yaw l L ila lost her m ainm ast 
shortly after the sta rt outside Sandy 


proposed to accompany the yacht, and 
it was w ith consternation th a t the re­ 
g atta 
com m ittee 
learned 
th a t 
she 
m eant to go. R efusal to perm it her to 
start, 
threatened 
to 
disqualify 
the 
boat, and all appeals w ere in vain. At 
last th e com m ittee yielded and perm it­ 
ted her to s ta r t 
The T am erlane finished th e course 
a t H am ilton, Berm uda, a t 3 o’clock, 
June 3rd, w iule the G auntlet did not 
arrive until 24 hours later. The result 
was in doubt until th e finish of this 
tiny boat, as the Tam erlane had to al­ 
low it 16 hours and 10 m inutes owing 
to th e difference in th e ir length.

DOR TO AMERICA. 


Cordial Diplomatic Relations Estab­ 
lished Following Bloodllest War in 
Modern History—Count Aoki the 
Gue9t of Honor. 
T hat social cerem onies follow peace 
conferences 
w as 
dem onstrated 
the 
other evening, a t W ashington, w hen 
the R ussian A m bassador and B aroness 
Rosen gave a dinner to th e Japanese 
A m bassador and V iscountess Aoki. 
W hile the historic P ortsm outh Peace 
Conference 
w as 
concluded 
m any 
m onths ago, and, politically, Ja p a n and 
Russia then resum ed diplom atic rela­ 
tions so abruptly term inated a t th e 
com m encem ent o f th e R usso-Japanese 
w ar, th is function m arks the resum p­ 
tion o f social intercourse betw een the 
representatives o f these g reat nations. 
Although V iscount Aoki only a r­ 
rived in W ashington a few w eeks ago, 
considerable in terest has since been 
m anifested in the personal relationship

th a t w ould exist betw een the repre­ 
sentatives 
of

quished. 
The high a rt of diplom acy, th a t so 
w ell m asks th e innerm ost thoughts of 
those who rise to th e heights of an 
am bassador, doubtless view ed the so­ 
cial intercourse betw een B aron Rosen 
and V iscount Aoki a s m ost natural. 
B ut to th e uninitiated the p a rt of the 
host tak en by one— B aron Rosen— 
who acted a s R ussia’s peace envoy, 
lent peculiar glam our to the occasion. 
The tre a ty o f peace betw een Jap a n 
and R ussia m arked th e close of one of 
the bloodiest w ars of history.

plane exactly a s though w ar h ad never 
been waged. 
Those who w ere p resen t a t this 
m ost interesting social function w ere 
the M inister from th e N etherlands and 
Mine, van Sw inderen, th e Counselor of

Japanese 
E m bassy 
and 
Mme. 
Miyoka, C ount and Countess Secken- 
dorff, B aroness E lizabeth Rosen, the 
charge d ’affairs of Spain, Senor Don 
Luis P asto r; B aron Schlippenbach, and 
Prince K oudacheff, of the R ussian 
Em bassy.

Methods of the B eef Packers. 
No m ore pow erful o r terrib le book 
has been w ritten in recent years th an 
“The Jungle,” by Upton Sinclair. 
It 
seems incredible th a t such depth of 
hum an m isery as the a u th o r relates 
could be perm itted even by th e most 
callous m oney m aker or th e m ost 
soulless corporation; or, on th e other 
hand, th a t such vileness and filth in 
the preparation of hum an food could 
be perm itted; yet m ost of Mr. Sin­ 
clair’s statem ents a re from personal 
knowledge and observation, visiting 
the great packing plants, as he did 
m ostly in 
disguise. 
Moreover, 
his 
statem ents have been abundantly cor­ 
roborated 
by 
P resident 
Roosevelt’s 
special commission, whose confidential 
report, containing descriptions of deg­ 
radation, filth and food pollution, is 
too vile to p rin t in a newspaper. 
The hero of T h e J u n g l e is Jurgis, a 
great, 
broad-shouldered 
L ithuanian, 
who gloried in w ork, for th e m ere sake 
of it, even if he had had no incentive. 
In the fa r forests o f L ithuania, where 
he and his fath er had lived all th eir 
lives, children of nature, Ju rg is had 
heard of free A m erica, and th a t as 
much as $10. a week w as to be earned 
by a w illing laboring m an, in th e great 
city of Chicago. And after m any argu­ 
m ents and m uch discussion, he had 
prevailed upon his father, and Ona th e 
sweet blithsom e lass to whom he was 
betrothed, and h er m other and several 
children and relatives, to em igrate to 
splendid America, w here a m an m ay 
not alw ays rem ain a peasant, but 
w here he has a chance to Im nrove him ­ 
self and rise in th e world. Ten dollars 
a week was an unheard of fortune. 
The peasants o f Europe m ake a few 
cents a day. 
So they all w ent to Packingtow n. and 
the first day th at Jurgis stood in line, 
being altogether the finest specimen 
of a m an in th e yards, be was beckon­ 
ed to by the boss and given a job. H e 
w ent home jubilant. Two other mem­ 
bers of the fam ily, one a great strap­ 
ping woman, also got jobs at once. 


Ju rg is laughed a t th e discontent every­ 
w here m anifest. 
“They are not men,” 
he exclaimed. 
W hat of th e “speeding 
up” practice of th e packers? 
I t was 
but play to him to keep abreast of the 
fastest. 
H e was w orking to wed Ona. 
They w ere all cheated sham elessly 
by th e sharks w hich infest the great 
packing d istrict; they could not speak 
English and they w ere a t the m ercy of 
these parasites. 
B ut as new obliga­ 
tions arose in th e buying of a sm all, 
w w thless house, sold them by an 
unscrupulous agent, etc., etc., Jurgis 
bu t sm iled grim ly, confident in his 
strength, energy and great love for 
Ona. “I w ill w ork th e h ard er” he says. 
And then came a m isfortune. 
Ona, a 
m ere bloom of a girl of 17, had to go 
to w ork—tem porarily. 
Then a young­ 
e r child. 
Then Ju rg is had a fateful 
day, a fte r m any m onths of faithful and 
herculean service for the great corpora­ 
tion. 
In the melee of a wounded 
steer ru nning am uck, he slipped on the 
bloody floor and sprained h is ankle. 
Did th e packers give him a short fu r­ 
lough w ith pay w hile he w as recover­ 
ing; a t least they held his place for 
him ? 
N either. 
H e returned to work, 
not very strong looking through pain

and w orry, th e boss sized him up a t a 
glance and there w as no w ork for him 
in Packingtow n, and Ona, whom he had 
m arried m eantim e w as about to be­ 
come a m other. 
Then is recited in T h e J u n g l e , a tale 
of gradual and heart-rending downfall 
in th e w earing ou t by inches, of a 
strong m an. 
Ju rg is gets a job in the 
terrible fertilizer vaults w here h is head 
nearly splits w ith th e poisonous dust 
and th e stifling fum es of am m onia. 
H is fath er dies from th e effects of the 
aw ful “speeding up” and th e slim y 
w et in w hich h e has to work, ankle 
deep. 
Ona, the beautiful, th e once 
blithe young bride succum bs to the 
hateful “System ” and Ju rg is. pow erful 
m an th a t he is, his strong sp irit broken 
by th e b ru tality an d irrisistible pow er 
of th e bosses, becomes a g reat gaunt, 
hollow eyed ghost of h is form er self. 
The story is a tale of the gradual 
exterm ination 
of a splendid, 
virile 
European fam ily, ground to death by 
a “System ,” by a pitiless monopoly, 
which cares no m ore o r no t as much— 
for its w orkers th an It does for the 
carcasses of the anim als it converts in­ 
to food. 
Incidentally th e description 
of th is process is sufficiently revolting 
to tu rn th e stom ach of th e stoutest 
beefeater. 
Oh! could Jurgis, and Ona, and the 
rest of them , w ith th e ir fru g ality and 
their braw n, and th eir love of life and 
work, and joy of a home, have gone 
into some ru ral d istrict to w ork out 
th eir salvation, w h at a different story 
would have been T h e J u n g l e . 
Some 
other nam e for th e book would have 
been necessary. 
W hat if they could 
have gotten a dozen acres, o r five acres 
of good land som ewhere and bought it 
for w hat they squandered uselessly for 
th eir house in Packingtow n—they were 
turned ou t and th e house resold the 
first m onth they failed of paym ent— 
w hat a different history woud have 
been told by th e author! 
W hat if th e great packing tru st, in­ 
stead of killing m en and women, should 
provide th a t its employes could live on 
an acre of ground each, o r a h alf acre, 
out on th e great fertile prairies of 
Illinois, quickly reached from the stock 
yards by a m odern trolley, so th a t when 
they w ere of necessity, perhaps, “laid 
off” for a period of a week, o r six 
weeks, or on “half tim e” they would 
have a piece of rich land w hich they 
could till and raise enough potatoes and 
corn and beans and cabbage to keep 
them from starving to death. B ut the 
packing tru st—Mr. Ogden A rm our and 
other m illionaires and m ulti-m illion­ 
aires—would 
m ake 
less 
money; 
it 
would decrease its dividends perhaps 
several per cent., and th a t is not to be 
thought of. By getting the best out of 
a man, all there is in him in a few 
short years, th is unnam able T hing can 
tu rn him out and get new blood. 
It 
is evidently m ost profitable to “speed a 
m an up” to th e w recking point and 
then get new men. 
T his process of 
trafficking in hum an life, coupled w ith 
th e abom inable and poisonous adultera­ 
tions and use of diseased anim als 
which Mr. Sinclair describes a t first 
hand, enables Mr. A rm our and the 
others to m ake very satisfactory per­ 
centages of profit—to pile up m illions 
of dividends a year. 
I t is all a very great story, T h f 
J u n g l e if not a beautiful one, and well 
w orth th e reading, sim nly th a t the 
rear)or m av learn som ething about the 
stuff we eat, and at w hat cost of su f­ 
fering it is produced.

STORY OF A FRAGMENT OF REAL 
LIFE AS PORTRAYED IN A 
NEW STAGE PLAY. 


Show ingthe O perations of th e Itnmi 
gration Law a s It A ffects Those 
who Attempt to Enter the Ameri­ 
can Portals. 
An hour a t Ellis island in New York 
harbor, is full of sm iles and tears.

I t is described by th e Tim es as 
a sim ple little story, one th a t happens 
day a fter day. 
In a room of the big im m igration 
building, w ith its desk and its blue- 
coated official, an Italian w orkm an 
w alks excitedly up and down. 
H is 
clothes are cheap and poor, b u t they 
are plainly not his w orking garb, and 
a bright holiday handkerchief is knot­ 
ted about his th ro a t 
H is eyes are 
keen and ex p ectan t 
E vidently it is 
a g reat day for him. 
I t needs little 
encouragem ent from the good-natured 
officer to bring ou t the whole story. 
A big M editerranean steam er is ju st 
landing its steerage passengers. Luigi, 
as he peers through the gates a t the 
incom ing crowd, is alm ost beside him ­ 
self w ith delight. 
“I w aita three year,” he explains, 
breathlessly. “I w orka verra hard and 
I sava de money to bring to m e my 
M aria and m y tw o little ones.” 
H e can hardly w ait for the gate to 
be opened. 
B ut the officer has more 
to find o u t H is questioning brings out 
fu rth er details. Luigi earns $9 a week 
—w ith his pick and shovel. 
The w ife 
is not strong. 
She speaks a little E ng­ 
lish. 
T he officer looks doubtful, b u t 
says nothing. 
Then all a t once th e boat is in. 
The Italian catches a sight of them 
through th e gates. 
“Na, na, Signore, she «ornea la s t 
She g etta lam e back and tw o baby. 
Ah—Dio! M aybe she m issa d a boat— 
Ah! 
Y edete M aria m ia Ecco—V edete 
ecco—Ah m ia moglie— ecco!” 
In another in s ta n t th e frail little 
w ife, in her N eapolitan costum e, and 
the tw o children, w ith th eir bags and 
bundles, are all in th eir fath er’s arm s, 
while th e officer goes off to m ake his 
re p o rt 
W ith her head on her husband’s 
shoulder, M aria breathes in Italian: 
“Ah, m y husband! I see you again, 
th an k God!” 
To w hich th e A m ericanized Luigi re­ 
sponds: 
“ Si, si, carrissim a, b u t now talk a 
English. 
W e all good A m ericans and 
w e live In M ulberry s tre e t I gotta da 
little room for my M aria an ’ Fabio a n ’ 
T essa.” 
M arla m arvels a t L uigi's g reat sal­ 
ary— 15 lire— until Luigi is forced to 
explain: 
“ Yes, yes; in Neapoli it is 45 lire, 
b u t in New York it is only $9, not s o ’ 
muche.” 
Then in quick, excited phrase he 
d raw s roseate pictures of a future in 
which peanut stands and prosperity 
w alk hand in hand. 
Presently the officer returns. 
H e 
draw s Luigi aside. 
H is face is kind, 
bu t his w ords are terrible. 
I t appears 
th a t the little w ife does not come up to 
the requirem ents. 
She is not healthy. 
She has no money, and Luigi has only 
th a t $9 a week. 
I t is not enough to 
support a fam ily. 
The w ife m ust go 
back to Naples. 
It is hard to m ake 
Luigi 
understand. 
M aria, 
hearing 
nothing, plays happily w ith the chil­ 


dren. 
T he poor husband is stunned. 
“Napoli! 
She go back to Napoli! 
No, no. Ah, Dio Mio! You don’ under­ 
stand,” 
he goes on, w istfully. 
“I 
w ork three y ear an ’ sava da money to 
bring her to me. 
Your boss he can- 
nota send h er back—w e live all right 
on nine dollar week. I tak e her aw ay. 
You leta m e go—eh?” 
. 
“I t’s h ard on you,” says th e officer, 
“bu t it’s the law .” 
Luigi scorns the notion. 
“ L aw ? 
You ta k a m y w ife aw ay; 
you senda m y littlea boy and girl back 
to Napoli, an ’ you say It is da law. 
Na, na. 
A m erica is a free country. 
I pay for her to cornea to me. I don’t 
steal, so w hata de law got to say?” 
B ut th reats, tears, reasonings are 
all in vain. 
Luigi a t last stealthily 
offers the blue-coated official $7, his. 
all, w rapped up in a handkerchief, as 
a bribe. 
The officer frow ns and says 
firmly: 
“I cannot. 
I didn’t m ake the law. 
I can’t help you. 
W e have to do this 
every day.” 
“ E very day?” 
Luigi’s eyes grow 
w ide w ith pain. 
“You doa this every 
day? Ah, Dio! E very day you breaka 
da heart!” 
T hen he goes to M aria, takes her in 
his arm s, and explains brokenly w hat 
it ail m eans. 
“They w ill not leta you stay—M aria 
mia—w e have w aited long—w e m usta 
stilla w a it” 
In the face of her tearfu l dism ay he 
even tries to b e cheerful. 
“ Say, looka here,” he cries; “you goa 
back to Napoli now, an ’ bim ebye I 
getta da m ore money. 
I m ake m ay­ 
be tw elve—fifteen dollar w eea. 
Then 
I senda for you an ’ F ab io an ’ Tessa, 
an ’ thej letta you stay.” 
B ut M aria is overcome. 
“B ack to Napoli? Alone?” she sobs. 
A sudden thought comes to Luigi. 
“No, no; no t alone. I goa too. 
If 
they senda you, I goa too.” 
H e rushes over to the officer w ith 
his poor seven silver dollars, only to be 
m et w ith the cruel truth, “N ot half 
enough for your ticket.” 
M eanwhile the boat is returning. 
The officer lays his hand kindly on 
M aria’s shoulder. 
The children look 
w onderingly on. 
P ainfully th e little 
trio pick up their bundles and turn 
back to the g reat gates. 
L uigi em­ 
braces them betw een his sobs. 
“Don’ta cry, carrissim a; don’ta cry—

MAIL ORDER BUSINESS. 


ENORMOUS STRUCTURES TO BE 
ERECTED BY MONTGOMERY 
WARD AND COMPANY AND 
OTHERS. 


Suggests Question W hether Giant 
Catalogue Houses are Benefit or 
Detriment to the Farm er and the 
Country Generally. 
Chicago is to have the greatest build­ 
ing the world ever constructed for com­ 
mercial purposes. It will have a floor 
space oí 50 acres—a good sized farm. 
It is to be 10 stories high, including the 
basement, and were it to be all 
stretched out on one floor it -would 
cover 13 of the big city blocks in the 
windy city. It will be 900 feet in length 
and 270 feet -wide and will be built of 
steel and concrete. The cost will be 
$2,500,000. The present building oc­ 
cupied by Mongomery Ward and Com­ 
pany is a huge affair, but is stated to 
be entirely inadequate to the needs of 
this enormous mail order house, and 
so this new pile is to be constructed. 
It seems to be the time of big com- 
merical houses in the great centers of 
the country. Another big firm is to 
erect a building on Chicago avenue, 
which will contain a million square 
feet—200 feet by 800 feet; Sears, Roe­ 
buck and Company is a big Chicago 
business rival of the Montgomery Ward 
Arm, and has just also been incorpor­ 
ated to do business in New York, with 
a capitalization of $40,000,000, paying 
the State Incorporation tax of $20,000. 
TO BE PROUD OF. 
These are fine projects, and at first 
thought may make one proud of Amer­ 
ican business institutions, but what is 
the real effect of the success of these 
gigantic commerical houses upon the 
country’s prosperity? How does their 
business affect the country merchant, 
the country banker, the country town 
Itself and in fact the country people 
who are the patrons of the great mail 
order houses. What creates the village, 
the town, the thriving city? What 
keeps it a live and bustling center ra­ 
ther than a dead congregation of a few 
houses with one or two miserable 
stores? It is the patronage and sup­ 
port, is it not, of the surrounding coun­ 
try homes. Towns are bui.t up only 
when they have support from sn agri­ 
cultural territory, if agriculture is the 
surrounding industry, which is the 
case in nine out of ten Instances. But 
conversely, the richness of the soil 
alone does not make the most valuable 
farms. 
THE MARKET FOR PRODUCTS. 
There must be a good market for the 
farm product; if the farm is adjacent 
to a live growing town supporting ac-; 
tive and well-to-do-people, the market 
for the farmer’s products will be ac­ 
tive and the prices good. If the town 
be a dead one, he will have to turn 
elsewhere to dispose of his products, 
and perhaps Incur heavy transporta­ 
tion charges in their shipment. This 
fact is set forth unmistakably in the 
last census figures which show that in 
a small area of te United States, the 
regions where factories abound,—a dis­ 
trict comprising but little over 10 per 
cent, of the United States—the value 
, of the farm lands is over half that of 
all of the arable land in the entire 
country. The farms In these regions 
1 are located close to the factories, 
which afford a profitable home market 


greatest good for the greatest number, 
the farms of each agricultural area 
surrounding a town should support 
that town to their uttermost. 
KEEP THE MONEY AT HOME. 
Every dollar that the farmer spends 
in the town indirectly comes back to 
him in the way of benefits. The town 
grows, it supports better stores, more 
churches, better schools to which he 
can send his children, furnishes bet­ 
ter near-at-hand markets for his prod­ 
ucts, and finally increases the very 
value of his farm land. As a good il­ 
lustration, the Dry Goods Reporter as­ 
sumes that such an agricultural town 
has a population of 1000, its support 
coming from the country tributary to 
it. The life of the town is its retail 
trade. If it secures the entire purchas­ 
ing business of the farmers, it must of 
necessity grow rapidly. But Mont­ 
gomery Ward and Co., Sears, Roebuck 
and Co., and others of the enormous 
mail order houses send out their great 
four or five pound catalogues describ­ 
ing everything under the sun. Suppose 
that Instead of spending his $000 a 
year in his home town, each farmer in 
the community diverts 50 per cent of 
his trade from his town and sends $300 
a year to the catalogue houses; it 
means that half of the business of the 
town is gone. On the basis of one hun­ 
dred or one hundred and fifty square 
miles of territory to support the town, 
it can be estimated that there are five 
hundred farmers in the district Three 
hundred dollars a year in trade from 
each of the farmers means that one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
annually is taken from the home town. 


ests of the town will pay the burden 
of taxation, and the amount of each 
tax-payer will be less in proportion to 
carry on government. 
IS THE SAVING A REAL ONE? 
While the country household, in 
looking over one of the big catalogues 
and sending an order for $50 worth of 
goods, may be able to figure out an 
immediate saving of five or six dollars, 
even after they have paid the freight, 
there is no question as to the final out­ 
come, if the practice is persisted in by 
all the people of any particular local­ 
ity. The home town will suffer, the 
home market will fail to increase, if 
it does not decrease, as will also the 
value of the farm lands. Undoubtedly 
the catalogue houses can sell goods 
cheaper than the average country 
store, for they do a cash business,— 
you send on your cnsli with, yorr 
order. There is no risk in the cata­ 
logue or mail order house business. 
Possibly if you arranged to do business 
on the same basis with your country 
merchant—cash down with your pur­ 
chase—you could get almost as favor­ 
able prices. But the country merchant 
is supposed to extend credit to every 
one; he has bad bills which La never 
collects and consequently must make 
a greater percentage of profit on the 
things he sells. 
Every community which is imbued 
with the spirit of building up its own 
industries and of supporting its home 
town with local pride, is sure to be the 
most prosperous; there can be no gain­ 
saying this fact. 


THE HOME GARDEN. 


The Story of the Boy and His Little 
Plot of Ground 
At the age of five every hoy is by 
instinct a gardener. If guided by op­ 
portunity, example and intelligent di­ 
rection he will dig, plant and develop 
an interest in growing things; lacking 
these the call of mother nature leads 
to mud pies. Given a square yard of 
mellow ground, a tiny hoe and a hand­ 
ful of beans, a healthy five year-old 
boy will have a combination that ex­ 
cels anything yet designed in “nature 
study.” 
From five to ten the world begins to 
dawn. He looks up and out; he sees 
and imitates, but does not reason. He 
should play without hindrance. If the 
square yard of ground be enlarged to 
a rod, the handful of beans to a collec­ 
tion of seeds (the kinds for sale in the 
grocery stores are best as these have 
brilliantly colored pictures on the pack­ 
ages and the boy learns thereby what 
manner of a thing he is to expect), this 
square rod will be the play ground to 
a surprising extent. 
He may not plant the kinds you ex­ 
pect or want him to plant, as his view 
point is different from yours. It is un­ 
wise to insist on any given plan. Let 
this garden be his own. If it has been 
entirely to carrots or cabbage let it re­ 
main carrots and cabbage, for they are 
more to him than your choice variety 
It is unwise to expect careful pains- 
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for all the agricultural products. So 
:hat the greatest factor in land value 
is the nearness to good markets. It 
becomes plain, therefore, that the bet­ 
ter the home town can be made, the 
more valuable is the farm land tribu­ 
tary to it. In the purely agricultural 
sections, the average country town is 
located in the center of from 75 to 150 
square miles of territory; that is the 
town is supported by the trade result­ 
ing from that area of farms. Accord­ 
ing to federal statistics the average 
farmer spends $627 a year for supplies 
—clothing for his family, household 
utensils, food that he does not grow 
himself, farm implements, etc. 
Now it must be evident that if a plan 
were to be followed looking to the 


In the course of ten years, this means 
one and one-half million dollars. Aver­ 
aging the profit on this amount at 
twenty per cent, it means .nat in ten 
years’ time three hundred thousand 
dollars profits are taken from the town. 
Now, on the other hand, should the 
farmer, instead of sending away his 
money to the foreign place for goods 
he requires, give all his trade to the 
home town, Its business would be im­ 
mediately doubled, and with twice the 
employment for the people. Year af­ 
ter year, the profits made by the mer­ 
chants would be retained in the town, 
would seek investment in starting new 
industries, and at the end of the ten- 
vear period, instead ofr a town of one 
thousand, there would be a lively city 
of from two to three thousand, and 
every acre of farm land within the 
trade radius of the town would he en­ 
hanced in value from ten to twenty 
dollars. 
EN R IC H IN G T H E B IG C IT IE S . 
It can be plainly figured out that the 
individual farmer who would divert 
half his trade to Chicago, New York or 
some other foreign city, in the course 
of ten years would send away three 
thousand dollars. If it were possible 
that he could save ten per cent on this 
amount, in ten years’ time he would 
save three hundred dollars. His „nly 
compensation would be a dead home 
town, poor schools, a poor home mar­ 
ket, and no increase in the value of his 
real-estate holdings. 
On the other hand, by giving his 
patronage to the home town, even 
though he must pay the merchant ten 
per cent more than the foreign house, 
the result would be like this: On ac­ 
count of increase in farm values, one 
hundred and sixty acres of land worth 
ten dollars more per acre, sixteen hun­ 
dred dollars; or, thirteen hundred dol­ 
lars better off in ten years than if he 
gave half his patronage to the foreign 
concern. His home town is a lively 
one. all public improvements, all mod­ 
ern conveniences, high schools, to 
which he could send his children 
cheaply, good churches, good roads, 
and everything that can add to thecom1- 
fort and happiness of its residents, 
and those who reside near it. Not­ 
withstanding, that the farmers’ land is 
enhanced in value, his taxation will be 
but little greater, as the business inter­ 


taking effort and constant care from 
a hoy of this age; encourage it but do 
not compel it. 
He can be taught by example all of 
the needs of plant growth but his hoe­ 
ing and weeding may be superficial. 
If you ask him he will allow you to dig 
in his garden to loosen the soil deeper 
than his strength permits. It is wise 
to do this for tnere must be carrots 
and cabbage to harvest or there will 
be no play ground here next year. 
If the boy of five has been allowed 
the run of a garden, if at eight he has 
a garden of his own, at ten he will love 
gardening and will have absorbed an 
amazing store of knowledge, and to 
him may be imparted at this age In a 
way and manner that will awaken the 
the purest and best that is in him, the 
mystery of life. 
A pumpkin plant on a compost heap, 
sending its vigorous shoots over the 
weeds, climbing where it cannot creep, 
t’1 rusting its snake like head through 
the garden fence, is a thing of wonder 
to a boy if he Is but taught to see it, 
and when its great golden blossoms 
appear there is a still greater wonder 
unfolded. 
Boys of twelve and fourteen may de­ 
sert the garden for the ball field or the 
fishing rod, and it is well they should, 
for the serious time of life is coming 
soon and play days should he as many 
and long as school and home duties 
will permit. But a garden for a hoy at 
this age may be a greater factor in his 
training for life than at any other, for 
by this time the “root of all evil” has 
entered his soul; he has learned that 
money is essential in order to procure 
the many things a boy must have, and 
the garden, which to this time has 
been a recreation field, a place of won­ 
derful possibilities in the way of good 
things to eat and pumpkins for jack-o’- 
lanterns, may be a most fertile field 
of revenue. 
Whatever the crop the proceeds 
should be wholly his own. if he has 
produced the crop wholly by his own 
efforts. There is but one way that he 
can learn the value of money and that 
is by earning it. The wise use of 
money must also be learned but that 
is outside the sphere of gardening.

We believe that the Patriotic Slogan 
of the Whole People of this Nation 
should be “Every Child in a Garden— 
Every Mother in a Homecraft—and In­ 
dividual Industrial Independence for 
Every Worker in a Home of his Own 
on the Land,” and that until he owns 
such a Home, the concentrated purpose 
and chief inspiration to labor in the life 
of every wage worker should be his 
determination to “Get an Acre and 
Live on it.” 
We believe that the Slums and 
Tenements and Congested Centers of 
population in the Cities are a savagely 
deteriorating social, moral and polit­ 
ical influence, and that a great public 
movement should be organized, and 
the whole power of the nation and 
the states exerted for the betterment 
of all the conditions of Rural Life, and 
to create and upbuild Centers of So­ 
cial and Civic Life in Country and 
Suburban Towns and Villages, where 
Trade and Industry can be so firmly 
anchored that they cannot be drawn 
into the Commercial Maelstrom that 
is now steadily sucking Industry and 
Humanity into the Vortex of the 
Great Cities. 
We believe that every Citizen in 
this Country has an inherent and 
Fundamental Right to an Education 
which will train him to Earn a Liv­ 
ing, and, if need he, to get his living 
straight from Mother Earth; and that 
he has the same right to the Opportun­ 
ity to have the Work to Do which will 
afford him that living, and to earn not 
only a. cor- "ortable livelihood, but 
enough more to enable him to be a 
Homecrofter and to have a Home of 
his Own, with ground around it 
sufficient to yield him and his family 
a Living from the Land as the reward 
for his own labor. 
We believe that the Public Domain 
is the most precious heritage of the 
people, and the surest safeguard the 
nation has against Social Unrest. Dis­ 
turbance or Upheaval.' and that the 
Cause of Humanity and the Preserva­ 
tion of Social Stability and of our Free 
Institutions demand that the absorp­ 
tion of the public lands into specula­ 
tive private ownership, without settle­ 
ment. he forthwith stopped: and that 
the nation should create opportunities 
for Homecrofters by building irriga­ 
tion and drainage works to reclaim 
land as fast as It is needed to give 
every man who wants a Home on the 
Land a chance to get it. 
We believe that, as a Nation, we 
should be less absorbed ,wlth Making 


Money, and should pay more heed to 
raising up and training Men who will 
he Law-Abiding Citizens; that the wel­ 
fare of our Workers is of more con­ 
sequence than the mere accumulation 
of Wealth; and that Stability of Na­ 
tional Character and of Social and 
Business Conditions is of greater im­ 
portance to the people of this country 
as a whole than any other one ques­ 
tion that is now before them; and we 
believe that the only way to Preserve 
such Stability, and to Permanently 
Maintain our National Prosperity, Is 
to carry into immediate effect and 
operation the Platform of the Talis­ 
man, which is as follows: 
EDUCATION, EMPLOYMENT AND 
HOMES ON THE LAND. 
1. That children shall be taught 
gardening and homecraft in the public 
schools, and that Homecraft and 
Garden Training Schools shall be 
established by county, municipal, 
state, and national governments, 
where every boy and every man out 
of work who wants employment where 
he can gain that knowledge, can learn 
how to make a home and till the soil 
and get his living straight from the 
ground, and where every boy would 
be taught that his first aim in life 
should be to get a home of his own 
on the land. 
BUILD HOMECROFTS AS NATION­ 
AL SAFEGUARDS. 
2. That the New Zealand system of 
Land Taxation and Land Purchase 
and Subdivision, and Advances to Set­ 
tlers Act. shall be adopted in this 
country, to the end that land shall be 
subdivided into small holdings in the 
hands of those who will till it for a 
livelihood, and labor find occupation 
in the creation of homecrafts, which 
will be perpetual safeguards against 
the political evils and social discontent 
resulting from the overgrowth ot 
cities and the sufferings of unem­ 
ployed wage-earners. 
PROTECTION FOR THE AMER­ 
ICAN HOMECROFT. 
3. That Rural Settlement shall be 
encouraged and the principle of Pro­ 
tection for the American Wageworker 
and his Home applied directly to the 
Home by the Exemption from Taxa 
tion of all improvements upon, and 
also of all personal property, not ex 
ceeding $2.500 In value, used on and 
in connection with, every Homecraft 
or Rural Homestead of not more than 
ten acres in extent, which the owner 
occupies as a permanent home and 
cultivates with his own labor and so 
provides therefrom all or part of the 
support for a family. 
ENLARGEMENT OF AREA AVAIL­ 
ABLE FOR HOMEMAKING. 
4. That the National Government, 
as part of a comprehensive nation­ 
al policy of internal improvements 
for river control and regulation, 
and for the enlargement to the 
utmost 
possible 
extent 
of 
the 
area of the country available for agri­ 
culture and Homes on the Land, and 
for the protection of those Homes from 
either flood or drouth, shall build not 
only levees and revetments where 
needed, and drainage works for the 
reclamation of swamp and overflowed 
lands, but shall also preserve existing 
forests, reforest denuded areas, plant 
new forests, and build the great reser­ 
voirs and other engineering works 
necessary to safeguard against over­ 
flow and save for beneficial use the 
flood waters that now run to waste. 
RECLAMATION AND SETTLE­ 
MENT OF THE ARID LANDS. 
5. That the National Government 
shall build the irrigation works neces­ 
sary to bring water within reach of 
settlers on the arid lands, the cost of 
such works to be repaid to the govern­ 
ment by such settlers in annual in­ 
stallments without interest, and that 
the construction of the great irrigation 
works necessary for the utilization of 
the waters of such large rivers as the 
Columbia, the Sacramento, the Colo­ 
rado. the Rio Grande, and the Missouri, 
and their tributaries, shall proceed as 
rapidly as the lands reclaimed will be 
utilized in small farms by actual 
settlers and homemakers, who will re­ 
pay the government the cost of con­ 
struction of the irrigation works, and 
that the amount needed each year for 
construction, as recommended by the 
Secretary of the Interior, shall be 
made available by Congress as a loan 
from the general treasury to the Re­ 
clamation Fund, and repaid from 


lands reaUlmeC. as required b j the 
National Irrigation Act. 
SAVE THE PUBLIC LANDS EOS 
HOMEMAKERS. 
6. That not another acre of the pub­ 
lic lands shall ever hereafter be 
granted to any state or territory for 
any purpose whatsoever, or to any one 
other than an actual settler who has 
built his home on the land and lived 
on it for five years, and that no more 
land scrip of any kind shall ever be 
issued, and that the Desert Land Law 
and the Commutation Clause of the 
Homestead Law shall be made to con­ 
form to the recommendations of the 
Public Lands Commission appointed 
by President Roosevelt and of the 
Message of the President to Congress. 
f’LANT FORESTS AND CREATE 
FOREST PLANTATIONS. 
7. That the Timber and Stone Law 
shall be repealed, and that all pub­ 
lic timber lands shall be Included in 
permanent Forest Reserves, the title 
to the land to be forever retained by 
the National Government, stumpage 
only of matured timber to be sold, 
and young timber to be preserved for 
future cutting, so that the forests will 
be perpetuated by right use; and 
that the National Government shall, 
by the reservation or purchase of ex­ 
isting forest lands, and the planting 
of new forests, create in every state 
National Forest Plantations from 
which, through all the years to come, 
a sufficient supply of wood and timber 
can be annually harvested to supply 
the needs of the people of each state 
from he Forest Plantations In that 
state. 
CONTROL AND USE OF THB 
GRAZING LANDS. 
8. That all unlocated public lands 
not otherwise reserved shall be re­ 
served from location or entry under 
any law except the Homestead Law, 
and shall be embraced in Grazing Re­ 
serves under the control of the Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture, who shall be em­ 
powered to issue annual Licenses to 
graze stock in said Grazing Reserves, 
but such licenses shall never be issued 
for a longer period than one year on 
agricultural lands or fiv’e years on 
grazing lands, and all lands classified 
as grazing lands shall be subject to 
reclassification at the end of every five 
years; that no leases of the public 
grazing lands shall ever be made by 
the National Government, and that 
the area of the homestead entry shall 
never under any circumstances be en­ 
larged to exceed ICO acres. 
RESERVE STATE LANDS FOR 
HOMESTEAD SETTLERS. 
9. That the pnblic land states shall 
administer the state lands under a 
system similar to and in harmony 
with the national public land system 
above outlined, and that each state 
shall enact a State Homestead Lawt 
for the settlement of lands owned by 
the state, and that state lands shall 
he disposed of only to actual settlers 
under such law, and that all state 
lands shall at all times remain open 
to Homestead Entry. 
UNITED OWNERSHIP OF LAND 
AND WATER. 
10. That It shall be the law of every 
state and of the United States, that 
beneficial use is the basis, the meas­ 
ure, and the limit of all rights to 
water, including riparian rightr, and 
that the right to the use of water for 
irrigation shall inhere in and be ap­ 
purtenant to the land irrigated, so that 
the ownership of the land and the 
water shall be united, and no right to 
water as a speculative commodity 
ever be acquired, held or owned.

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TO BREED RESISTANT PLANTS 


Crops, Proof Against Insects or Disease Can 
Be Grown by the Farmer. 


GUY ELLIOTT MITCHELL. 


The farm er’s too greatest foes are 
insects and plant diseases. 
He can, 
by a proper rotation of crops 
and 
fertilization, convert a poor Into a rich 
soil, and he can stimulate plant growth 
by plenty of fertilization. 
By the 
same process he can keep down the 
weeds which rob his crops of nourish­ 
ment and moisture. He can, to a great 
extent, 
overcome, 
with 
but 
little 
trouble, all the various smaller hin­ 
drances to crop growing—all but the 
bugs and the blight. These twain are 
hard to handle. 
None is so arrogant 
as to profess indifferent to their at­ 
tacks. Not many years ago they were 
expected, not the less dreaded, espe­ 
cially the blights and the rots and the 
mildews; they were the natural visita­ 
tions of providence. 
There was no 
use trying to combat them. 
If they 
came, they came. The farmer prayed 
that they might not come that year. 
Now, science has shown us that they 
can, in most cases, he overcome. 
If 
not overcome, they can be prevented. 
Yet the process Is often fraught with 
great trouble 
and 
expense 
to 
the 
farmer. 
Now suppose a man could develop 
a strain of 
plants so 
hardy 
that 
blights and rust would pass them by 
In disgust and so bitter and unsavory 
for a bug that the hymenoptera, the 
coleóptera and the other “toughs” of 
the Insect trust would pass by and 
prefer to eat oak and hickory leaves? 
It would be a cinch for that man, 
would It not? 
He could sit in the 
shade and hire myrmidons to do his 
work, directing those close at hand 
In person and those at a distance by 
telephone. 
Such a condition may be 
possible. 
The man who gets In first 
would be the one to sit in the shade 
and reap the advantage. 
Eventually 
we would all get on to the scheme, 
and, unless the population of the world 
Increased with accelerated rapidity, 
there would be an over-production of 
food products and prices would eventu­ 
ally get back to their present level, 
so that we would all have to work 
again. 
The Department of Agriculture and 
some of the experiment stations have 
been working along this line of se­ 
lecting resistant plants with the idea 
of at least giving the enterprising 
American farm er a good big start. 
In the aggregate enormous crop 
losses—millions 
and 
millions—are 
caused by the attacks of insects and 
plant diseases. 
In dry weather in­ 
sects are particularly abundant, and 
in WJti weather plant diseases flour- 


a very useful purpose In turning the 
thought of scientific and practical men 
us well, in the direction of the de­ 
velopment of disease-resistant varieties 
with results which promise to prove 
of great practical utility. 


P o ta toes. 
During recent years the disease re­ 
sistance of potatoes especially' has re­ 
ceived attention by several of 
the 
agricultural experiment stations in the 
United States, notably those of Maine, 
Minnesota, and Vermont. 
A recent 
bulletin of the Bureau of Plant In­ 
dustry of the Department of Agricul 
ture, prepared by L. R. Jones, of the 
Vermont Station, summarizes and dis 
cusses this work, and that along sim 
ilar lines abroad, as well as the ex 
perience of practical growers. 
Sum­ 
marizing the results, Professor Jones 
draws the following tentative con 
elusions: 
Disease resistance in potatoes 
is 
relative, 
not 
absolute, 
no 
variety 
known being wholly proof against late 
blight and ro t 
It seems related to 
general vegetative vigor, and is, there­ 
fore, in a measure dependent upon 
cultural and developmental conditions 
and tends to decrease with the age of 
the variety. 
It can be restored by 
originating new varieties from seed, 
especially of hybrid origin. 
Not all 
seedlings show superior disease re­ 
sistance. 
• 
* • 
Early varieties may escape the dis 
ease by m aturing before it becomes 
epidemic, but when sim ilarly exposed 
they are, as a class, less resistant than 
late varieties. 
The source of seed tubers Is a mat 
ter 
of 
importance, 
northern-grown 
seed giving plants the superior disease 
resistance in Europe. 
Seed from a 
crop that was not too highly fertilized 
is probably preferable. 
Possibly tub 
ers are better for seed purposes if dug 
before they reach full m aturity. High 
fertilization, 
especially 
with 
nitro­ 
genous manures, lowers the power of 
the plant to resist both blight and 
rot. 
So far as skin characteristics are an 
index, the red varieties with thick 
and rough skin seem more resistant 
as a class than the thin-skinned white 
varieties. 
So far as stem and foliage 
characters are 
concerned, 
the 
evi­ 
dence favors the stem that is hard, 
rough, and rather woody at the base, 
and the leaf that Is small, somewhat 
rough, and dark colored. 
In America trials as to disease re­ 
sistance have been conducted at some 
of the experiment stations, notably In

ish, while in average weather both do 
the best they can to gather the crop 
ahead of the farmer. Many plant dis­ 
eases and insects can be controlled by 
the various poisons, sprays, and cul­ 
tural methods already discovered, but 
for some—as, for example, the rust of 
wheat, peach yellows, clover-seed fly, 
etc.—satisfactory remedies have not 
yet been discovered. 
Some instances may be cited to show 
Just what is meant by resistant or im­ 
mune varieties and their value. Grapes 
furnish a striking example. 
Euro­ 
pean grapes planted in this country 
fail wherever the American grape-root 
louse Is present, because the louse is 
able to attack and destroy the roots 
of these varieties. 
The roots of na­ 
tive American grapes are also attacked 
by the same louse, but are so hard and 
wiry th at the louse can not destroy 
them. 
In other words they are re­ 
sistan t 
The unusual resistance of the Keif- 
fer pear to blight has made it pos 
sible to grow this pear in the South­ 
ern States, where most other varie­ 
ties fail because of blight. 
The va­ 
riety of cowpea known as Little Iron 
has proved so resistant to w ilt disease 
that in some fields It has survived 
when all other varieties have been 
killed. American gooseberries are but 
little subject to the mildew which se­ 
riously affects the larger English va­ 
rieties when grown here. With nearly 
every crop grown, some of its vari­ 
eties are more resistant or immune to 
some disease or insect attack than 
others. 
Some varieties of the same plant 
are but little affected by a disease, 
while others are badly injured. 
Va 
riations In this respect also extend 
to Individual plants of a given variety. 
These facts have been utilized to 
Borne extent In the origination of the 
various so-called “disease-proof” va­ 
rieties which have been 
introduced 
Into culture—as, 
for 
example, 
the 
"rust-proof” varieties of wheat, oats, 
etc. 
As a rule, however, these varie­ 
ties have not been developed hv anv 
systematic, scientific methods of se­ 
lection and breeding, and although a 
tew show merit, most of them have 
’ot measured up to the claims made 
■~r them, TliSj; Lave, however, served 


Vermont, where experiments in breed 
ing and selection for 
increased 
re­ 
sistance are under way. These results 
have been correlated with information 
recently secured by a circular of In­ 
quiry addressed to a large number of 
potato specialists in the Northeastern 
States and in Canada. From these it 
appears that a wide variation is shown 
in disease resistance among the varie­ 
ties now in cultivation in America, 
but that no one variety Is preeminent. 
Among those which have been wide­ 
ly tested, the following deserve men­ 
tion as of the resistant class: Dakoto 
Red, Rustproof, Irish, Cobbler, Sir 
W alter Raleigh, Doe Pride, and White 
Beauty. 
In tests made at the Vermont sta­ 
tion in 1905 the following varieties

showed marked resistance to blight on 
both sandy loam and clay loam soils: 
Keeper, 
American 
Wonder, 
Dakoto 
Red, Doe Pride, and Late Blightless. 
Varieties having an upright habit 
of growth, moderately branched, with 
firm, hairy, medium-sized leaves are 
much more likely to prove resistant to 
late blight than are those with large. 


smooth, flabby leaves and decumbent 
stems. 
The evidence a t 
hand 
seems 
to 
justify the hope that the combined ef­ 
forts of potato specialists 
working 
from both the practical and the scien­ 
tific standpoints may soon result in 
the development of varieties of pota 
toes combining general excellence with 
a high degree of disease resistance.

A recent bulletin of the Colorado 
Station reports the discovery by 
a 
local grower of a rust-resisting canta­ 
loupe which promises to be of im­ 
mense value to the Rockyford canta­ 
loupe industry. 
In this case seed of 
the Rockyford variety was purchased 
from five different seedsmen. 
They 
were planted and cultivated under sim 
ilar conditions. 
When rust attacked 
the field just before the melons began 
to ripen, it developed rapidly and soon 
destroyed all the vines except those.

grown from the seed of one seedsman. 
Many of the hills from this strain of 
Rockyford 
seed 
remained 
green 
throughout the season and produced 
a good crop of melons. Further obser­ 
vations in the muskmelon fields of 
that neighborhood also showed that 
wherever this strain of Rockyford seed 
had been used many hills were unaf­ 
fected with rust, while with other 
strains of seed of the same variety 
the vines were all dead. 
The investigator selected a quantity 
of seed from the rust-resistant hills 
and planted them in comparison with 
ordinary seed. 
“On the rust-resisting 
hills the melons were hidden under a 
healthy growth of vines, and were 
large, solidly netted, with thick, firm 
flesh, small seed cavity completely 
filled with seed. 
On the rusted hills 
the plants were almost devoid of leaves 
and the small melons were premature­ 
ly ripe, with thin, watery flesh, open, 
large seed cavity, and practically of 
no m arket value.” 
In tracing back the history of this 
Strain of seed it was found that some 
years before a seedsman had saved the 
first lot from a single healthy melon 
taken from a field of rusted vines. It 
had therefore been developed by tha 
simple process of saving seed from 
the best melons produced by plants 
which withstood attacks of rust when 
surrounding plants were destroyed by 
this disease. 
What was thus accom­ 
plished by one farmer with one crop 
can probably be accomplished by other 
farmers with the same or with other 
crops, If they will be alert, while the 
crops are growing, to select and mark 
Individual plants which show excep­ 
tional m erit along the lines of pro­ 
lific yield, early maturity, resistance to 
disease, or other desirable quality, and 
save seed separately from the plant 
showing such qualities. 
Marked va­ 
riations which may be profitably util­ 
ized in this way are constantly occur- j 
ring and are plainly evident on all 
farms. 
The point to be emphasized is that 
improvements in farm crop varieties 
nearly always trace back to individual 
plants.
